New Delhi, the 2 3rd November 1949 

No. T. 1-40/ 49-M. — In order to help the Central Phos- 
phate Pool in the Ministry of Agriculture in its purchases 
the Tariff Board was asked to conduct enquiries into the 
a*-works prices of superphosphate _ produced by the 
various factories in the Indian Dominion. The recom- 
mendations of the Board were published by the Ministry 
of Commerce, under No. 10-T(2)/49, in the Gazette of 
India Extraordinary, dated the 22nd dune 1949. One of 
the recommendations of the Board was as follows.— 

(xii) In view of the importance of the fertilizer 
industry and the need for educating the cultivators 
in the us e of superphosphate, an Advisory Panel-; 
consisting of representative? of Government and 
the manufacturers should be set up. 

2 In pursuance of this recommendation the Government, 
of India have now resolved to constitute an Advisory Panel

3. The Panel will work as a consultative body for the

The Panel will take stock of the 
position of indigenous supplies and then advise 
whether manufacturers can meet the require- 
ments ; 

(b) The Panel will review the consumption of super- 
phosphate in the countrv and devise methods to 
improve it with particular reference to the 
application of experimental results, demonstra- 
tions and the like; 

(c) The Panel will nlaoe before the Government any " 

reports from Provinces regarding the quality of 
superphosphates supplied to them, complaints ( 
and/or difficulties they mav have faced from any 
suppliers about packing, shortage, etc., and any 
difficulty which the manufacturers may have had 
in dealing with Provinces or regarding the move- 
ment or procurement of materials, payment of 
bills, etc. 

4 The Panel will hold its meetings as often as neces- 
sary, and in any case not less than thrice a vear and will 
submit a report of each meeting to the Government of 
India as early as possible.
